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Extension of Park Along Indian Creek 
Urged Before Council by Rick Meetre

At its November 13 meet¬ 
ing, city council heard a mul¬ 
timedia presentation from 
Rick Meetre in which he pe¬ 
titioned council to actively 
support inclusion of park¬ 
land along Indian Creek into 
planning for the transit dis¬ 
trict overlay zone from 
Greenbelt Road north to the 
Metro rail station. A river 
park would offer open space, 
wetland preservation and 
waiter quality benefits, 
Meetre noted. 


In his petition he noted strong 
support for the concept by the 
North College Park Civic Asso¬ 
ciation, the Sierra Club, the 
College Park Area Bicycle Coa¬ 
lition, the town of Berwyn 
Heights and others. This park 
could eventually extend from the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) and the Patux¬ 
ent Wildlife Center to Union 
Station, said Meetre, who noted 
that the Governor’s Greenways 
Commission is working on such 
a plan.

The master planning for the 
transit district overlay zone will 
take place in early 1991. The 
process is expected to take 
around six months. 

Parkland Video 
Meetre showed a videotape he 
had made in the River Park along 
Indian Creek south of Green¬ 
belt Road, which under his pro¬ 
posal would be extended north 
to the Metro station. The video 
featured bikers, joggers and 
strollers enjoying a clear fall 
day, A path beside a briskly 
flowing stream wound between 
trees bright with autumn fol¬ 
iage. Make sure a park is part 
of the plan for the Greenbelt 
transit district* Meetre urged. 


the Beltway showed clearly the 
contrast between the adjacent 
uses and the strip of stream 
bank proposed for parkland. To 
the west lies the A. H. Smith 
gravel operation; to the east, 
Beltway Plaza, The photograph, 
taken from a helicopter, was 
shot by Rodney Roberts. 

Council Response 
Meetre was proposing that 
the park be part of the County 
and Maryland-National Capital 
Park & Planning Commission 
system, not that the city ac¬ 
quire it. He was looking for sup¬ 
port from city council for the 
planning and zoning designation, 
which is determined by the 
county council, rather than for 


city funding. Council members 
could lobby County Executive 
Parris Glendening, county coun¬ 
cil member Richard Castaldi and 
other decision makers to pre¬ 
serve the existing woodland and 
improve the disturbed areas. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said 
that the Park and Planning 
Commission will be looking for 
Greenbelt’s input and that the 
city will have amp’e opportunity

BRIGHT LIGHTS 
SAFE HOLIDAY 

Festive lights and decora¬ 
tions, when used properly and 
with caution, make the holiday 
season more enjoyable. BG&E's 
Fire Protection Technician Nick 
Weiland offers some tips on 
how to avoid fires resulting from 
holiday lighting, greenery and 
wrappings. 

—Purchase lights that are 
U/L approved and check annual¬ 
ly for frayed or exposed wiring, 
broken bulbs or sockets and 
loose connections. Fasten light 
strings securely to the tree and 
don't let the bulbs touch bran¬ 
ches or needles, 

—Don't use indoor lights out¬ 
side. Hang outdoor lights with 
insulated staples and Christmas 
light hooks, not nails or tacks. 
Hang bulbs downward to keep 
moisture out of sockets. 

—Never use electric lights on 
a metallic tree. Damaged light 
strings can electrically charge 
the tree. Lights are safe on a 
U/L approved plastic tree made 
of fire resistant material. 

—Don't overload extension 
cords or wall outlets. Don’t run 
electrical cords under carpets, 
cushions or anywhere they might 
be easily crushed or broken. 

Do not burn wrapping paper 
and boxes in the fireplace. They 
ignite rapidly and can cause 
flash fires and create sparks 
that could ignite nearby com¬ 
bustibles. 

—Keep a U/L-listed multi¬ 
purpose fire extinguisher near¬ 
by but people should only at¬ 
tempt to use it if they know 
how to operate it and if the 
fire is small. If a fire is out 
of control, evacuate the house 
immediately and call the fire 
department. A Christmas tree 
can be completely consumed by 
fire in less than 30 seconds. 

Unplug all lighting when 
leaving the house or at bed¬ 
time.

THEATER TO REOPEN CHRISTMAS, 
BOASTS NEW SOUND SYSTEM

The marquee of the country's first cooperative motion 
picture theater will light up again in the center of Green- 
belt on Christmas Day, as the Old Greenbelt Theater opens 
as a discount-price movie house. 


The picture “Ghost” is the 
first attraction (see ad else¬ 
where), and this seems an ap¬ 
propriate title to grace the 
front of a building which opened 
in 1938 but which for the past 
30 months has been a dark 
shell. 

Workmen have redecorated the 
interior with blue and beige wall 
fabric and a purple and multi¬ 
colored carpet, and 500 beige 
and purple seats have been in¬ 
stalled (the same number as in 
the original theater). The movie 
screen is 40 feet wide, 10 feet 
wider than the original screen. 
A new boiler, to be installed 
before Christmas Day, will keep 
the theater comfortably warm. 

“We have installed a t.op-of- 
the-line sound system,” explains 
proprietor Paul Sanchez, “which 
includes 300 - watt amplifiers 
powering giant JBL speakers to 
produce Dolby Sound (surround 
sound). The speakers even have 
sub-woofers.” 

A form of “ghost” appeared 


during redecorating. While pull¬ 
ing off a broken piece of trim 
behind the old concession stahd 
in the lobby, Sanchez drew" out 
a partial page from the Novem¬ 
ber 29. 1937 issue of the Wash¬ 
ington Times Herald newspaper. 
Probably stuffed in to fill a 
crack, the half-sheet makes fas¬ 
cinating reading. On one side 
is the then-current Movie Guide, 
showing that at the Loew’s The¬ 
ater in Washington, D:.C. one 
could see Tyrone Power in “Sec¬ 
ond Honeymoon.” On the back 
of the page, a house on Flower 
Avenue in Silver Spring was on 
sale for $4,975, and a 1936 
Chevrolet could be bought for 
under $500. 

Though it won’t be ready for 
the opening, Sanchez plans to 
decorate a lobby wall with a 
mural-sized enlargement of a 
photo familiar to many town 
residents. The Washington Post 
photo shows the opening night 
crowd outside the Greenbelt

Concerns Remain 

To the Editor: 

The News Review’s December 
article on the November 29 
meeting on the proposed Center 
School community center failed 
to do justice to the concerns of 
a number of citizens who spoke 
about the Center’s possible traf¬ 
fic and parking impact. 

The article glossed over these 
concerns in one paragraph, 
which neglected to even men¬ 
tion traffic impact. Also, none 
of the citizens who raised these 
concerns was identified in the 
article. For instance, Jan Ber- 
deguez, who gave a thoughtful 
presentation about preserving 
trees and green space on the 
site, was not mentioned by name. 
Yet citizens who raised other, 
less controversial topics — such 
as the proposed use of the gym 
for flying rubber band powered 
airplanes — were identified by 
name, and their ideas were giv¬ 
en significantly longer and more 
detailed coverage. (The article 
even attributed feelings of “in¬ 
trigue” to the audience in re¬ 
sponse to the airplane propos¬ 
al.) 

The News Review earlier sup¬ 
pressed Community Center traf¬ 
fic and parking issues when my 
wife, Ruth Kastner, tried to 
raise them prior to the June 
1989 bond referendum. When the 
city would not substantiate its 
published traffic figures, the 
News Review defended the city’s 
refusal to give Ms. Kastner this 
information. The News Review 
also refused to publish a letter 
from her that presented facts 
and figures (obtained from of¬ 
ficial Park and Planning sour¬ 
ces) that contradicted the city’s 
very modest traffic projection. 

Moreover, in the months lead¬ 
ing up to the referendum, the 
News Review defended the city’s 
low traffic projection both im¬ 
plicitly in its news coverage and 
explicitly in an editor’s note ap¬ 
pended to a later letter to the 
editor from Ms. Kastner. In fact, 
the city eventually retracted its 
original low projection at a City 
Council meeting, replacing it 
with a projection that basically 
agreed with Ms. Kastner’s esti¬ 
mate. But the News Review 
neglected to report this in its 
coverage of that meeting. 

Traffic and parking concerns 
still remain, despite the rosy 
picture painted by the News 
Review.

Offered Assistance 

Local oil heat and kerosene 
dealers are expressing their con¬ 
cern for those who will need 
financial assistance to keep 
warm this winter. They are do¬ 
ing so through their voluntary 
participation in the Department 
of Human Resources’ Mary¬ 
land Energy Assistance Pro¬ 
gram (MEAP). 

Numerous members of the 
Better Home Heat Council, a 
group of local oil heat dealers, 
are giving discounts on heating 
oil and kerosene to Maryland’s 
eligible low income families this 
heating season. 

During the 1990-91 heating 
season, approximately 80,000 
households are expected to re¬ 
ceive an average MEAP benefit 
of $275 to help offset their home 
heating costs. Last year, MEAP 
served nearly 76,000 households, 
providing an average benefit of 
$265. 

Those eligible for heating as¬ 
sistance include: elderly or dis¬ 
abled individuals who live on 
small incomes; individuals who 
receive public assistance, sup¬ 
plemental security income or 
food stamps; underemployed or 
unemployed individuals; and in¬ 
dividuals who receive certain 
veterans benefits.

the city right out of high school 
as a laboror/truck driver. With 
the city’s help, he is working 
on an engineering degree and 
has advanced to assist the city 
planner, Celia Wilson. Giese ap¬ 
plauds Smith's desire to help 
develop and train people to as¬ 
sume greater responsibilties, en¬ 
abling many persons to advtance 
to positions such as equipment 
operator, supervisor or foreman. 
Smith feels that training oppor¬ 
tunities are one of the city’s 
employment strengths and a 
major factor for the city’s low 
turnover rate. 

“We don’t send them to 
school” Smith related. “We en¬ 
courage them if they want to 
go. And it is very gratifying to 
see people — like Jim Sterling— 
develop,” he added proudly. 

Early Career 

Smith had graduated from 
Michigan State with a degree in 
public administration. 

Following a brief period as an 
engineer in a private firm, he 
moved to Virginia where he 
worked as a city manager in 
Colonial Heights and Blacks¬ 
burg. He then moved on to New 
Jersey — first Mattawan Town¬ 
ship and then Middletown, 
where he was city manager in 
a city of 50,000, 

Smith retired from his posi¬ 
tion as city manager in New 
Jersey and applied for the pub¬ 
lic works director job in Green- 
belt in 1978. He had read about 
Greenbelt while in College. He 
was pleased to accept a job 
which did not require him to 
attend the many public meetings 
demanded of city managers. 

Great Expectations 

When he first arrived in 
Greenbelt, Smith was surprised 
by the high expectations of city 
residents. As soon as a call is 
placed with public works for 
special tmsh pick-up, or other 
service, “residents want it done 
right away,” he commented. 
^Greenbelt citizens are spoiled,” 
he said, “but we try to do what¬ 
ever they aisk.” 

His more flamboyant prede¬ 
cessor, Buddy Attick, was an 
institution in Greenbelt. Not only 
did he grow up in the area be¬ 
fore Greenbelt was even con¬ 


structed, he worked for the city 
for over 40 years. As city man¬ 
ager James Giese commented,

Siegfried E. “Doc” Pels died 
on Friday, December 14 at the 
Green-belt Nursing Center. 

Pels was a pioneer resident of 
Greenibelt with his late wife, 
Teresa.

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Sublease Administration Fees 
Discussed by GHI Board

An uncharacteristically brief meeting of the board of 
directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. was held on December 
6. The session dealt with several member issues, particu¬ 
larly the matter of sublease administration fees, as well as 
discussions on transferring money from the replacement 
reserves and new ideas for advertising of board meetings. 

Sublease Fees reserve fund to cover the bal- 

The major topic of the even- ance of the cost of the sewer 
ing concerned sublease adminis- work. 


tration fees. The corporation 
currently is involved in fewer 
than 10 subleases, as the cor¬ 
poration allows a member to 
sublease a home only under un¬ 
usual circumstances. Captain P. 
J. Seigel has arranged for GHI 
to administer the sublease of 
her home while she is on assign¬ 
ment in Europe. She spoke be¬ 
fore the board on her request 
that they review the policy of 
charging a 10% sublease admin¬ 
istration fee on all subleases, 
Capt, Seigel stated that she feels 
that her tenants will pay their 
rent to GHI on time, will not 
cause problems, and will not re¬ 
quire GHI to assist them in 
obtaining repairs for the house 
(other than those already cov¬ 
ered by her maintenance agree¬ 
ment). In addition, she stated 
that with increasingly high 
rents, administrative fees are 
higher than needed. 

Management agreed that giv¬ 
en no problems with a rental 
property, the 10% fee is gen¬ 
erous, but indicated that the fee 
is fair on the average. The fee 
was set approximately 10 years 
ago and was set at a percentage 
of the rent so that the board 
would not have to vote to 
change a specific fee on a year¬ 
ly basis when costs rose. A 
lengthy discussion among the 
board members followed, touch¬ 
ing on a number of topics, in¬ 
cluding the privilege, not right, 
of a member to sublease; the 
possible inequity of a percent 
fee when rentals vary greatly in 
price; and the need to reopen 
a general discussion of sublease 
administrative fees. 

The board proposed several 
motions directed specifically to 
the plight of Gapt. Seigel, in¬ 
cluding a waiver of fees and a 
set fee of $100 per year, versus 
the $80 per month that she 
would be paying. These motions 
all failed, A motion then passed 
to study the entire problem of 
sublease administrative fees ear¬ 
ly in the new year. If the board 
decides that the fees are too 
high, all members who sublease 
will receive a reduction in their 
fees. 

Other Topics 

A member on Gardenway re¬ 
quested an exemption to the 
height limit for a fence. The 
fence was in place in 1981 when 
the home was purchased. In ad¬ 
dition, the neighbors do not ob¬ 
ject to the fence. Some mem¬ 
bers felt that granting an ex¬ 
emption just perpetuates prob¬ 
lems found in the cooperative. 
Notwithstanding, the motion to 
grant an exception passed with 
the understanding that the ex¬ 
ception expire when the fencing 
material requires replacement. 

Last December when contracts 
were developed for storm sewer 
replacement, it was understood 
that sufficient funds might not 
be available in the 1990 budget. 
It was decided to wait until the 
end of the year to see if funds 
could be found elsewhere in the 
budget. Because this possibility 
did not work out the board 
passed a m'otion transferring 
$43,000 from the replacement 


Advertisement of meetings 
was also discussed. Board meet¬ 
ings are currently advertised in 
the News Review and also on 
the Greenbelt cable channel. The 
board discussed ways to encour¬ 
age attendance and participation 
by better advertisement of dates 
and agendas. The idea of using 
signs such as for voting was 
one new area proposed. Larger 
ads in the News Review as well 
as a standard page location for 
the ad were suggested. No final 
decisions were made.

(Contnued from page one) 
to express its support. 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White noted that the Washington 
Area Council of Governments 
(COG) is focusing on the Ana- 
costia River, of which Beaver 
Dam Creek and Indian Creek 
are major tributaries. Restora¬ 
tion of the stream valley would 
have beneficial impacts on the 
Anacostia and, eventually, the 
Chesapeake Bay, It may be pos¬ 
sible, White said, to obtain COG 
funding for restoration and con¬ 
trol measures. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens said he was very impressed 
with the efforts of Meetre and 
Roberts and supportive of the 
concept, having often visited the 
park with his family. Let's not 
wait for the county to hold 
hearings, he urged, but rather 
move now to get Greenbelters' 
perspective. 

The question of providing an 
unsuitable habitat for deer dis¬

According to the Association, 
Mail Preference will, after a 
few months, reduce the amount 
of direct mail from national ad¬ 
vertisers. A spokesperson for 
the Association explained that 
catalogs, sweepstakes and mag¬ 
azines would be affected but po¬ 
litical, religious, or charitable 
mail would not. A request for 
name removal will be honored 
for a period of five years, after 
which it must be renewed.
